The creation of the capital area of 
some 900 square miles, capable of provid- 
ing space for expanding government busi- 
ness and of giving adequate living, work- 
ing and playing space for a city of half 
a million people, is an excellent national 
project which every Edmonton citizen will 
applaud. 

But the plan has an even greater per- 
sonal significance for western cities. 

It shows what can happen to communi- 
ties that grow without plan or control, 
And it shows what can be done to convert 
them into beautiful and ideal areas by ex- 
pert town planning. 

The cost of replanning Ottawa has not 
yet been estimated. 

But one thing is sure. Edmonton, at 
this stage of her growth, can accomplish 
for one thousand dollars what it will cost 
the older Ottawa a million dollars to 
achieve, 

For the essence of town planning is 
prevention rather than cure, early control 
rather than later rehabilitation. 

This exhibit should make Edmonton 
people acutely conscious of their responsi- 
bility to their own city in the matter of 
adequate planning. It should make them 
conscious of their opportunity to direct 
Edmonton's growth along scientific lines 
so this community may become one of the 
most beautiful and pleasant on the entire 
continent.
